The original charges made against President Workman's use of 
‘the automobile were made from the floor of the Council several weeks 
ago by Councilman Mallard, when the latter was unable to secure 
the machine for an investigation trip by the Health and Sanitation 
Committee due to the fact that President Workman had immediately 


after his election as President of the Council, given instructions to 
the Chief of Police that he (Workman) was to be in sole contro] of 
the machine, notwithstanding that it ie a city car bought from tax 
money and for city business only. Immediately after these charges 
were made, Councilman Gregory detailed private investigators to trail 
ithe car and ascertain the facets. The report of these detectives sets 
| out: 


HUSBAND LEFT HER IN THE DARK. 


Camouflaging of Plans Is Resented 


Workman's personal service from 11:45 a.m. until 9:15 p.m., during 
which time personal calls were made in it by President Workman to 
the Los Angelés Athletic Club, where the car stood on the street 
and the chauffeur waited for two hours while President Workman was 
in the club. . 

That the city chauffeur who drove the machine was sent by 
President Workman from the Workman home t6 the drug store to 
buy cigars for Workman, which the driver delivered to the Work- 
man home. j 

That the machine was often used for shopping and personal 
calls by members of President Workman's family. On this point, 
Councilman Gregory said yesterday that he had been informed and 
is investigating a report that one police department chauffeur re- 
turned to police headquarters, unpinned his badge, and said he would 
quit the city’s service rather than continue the “lackey work,” as 
he called it, of running to stores for cigars and milk, dismounting, 
opening doors and touching his cap as the president left the ma- 
chine. It appears that this chauffeur was then transferred to a 
police machine and another driver was assigned to the Council car 
used by President Workman. 

The explosion over President Workman's use of the Council's 
car came at the close of yesterday's session of the Council, when 
Councilman Gregory moved that the Council automobile be placed 


ynder the contro] and supervision of Investigator Taylor so that 
the machine would be available for Council committees and official 
business and could not be used for the president's social and per- 
sonal calls. Councilman Gregory's motion was seconded by Council- 
man Mallard. Councilman Gregory then said: 

“Following the charges made from the floor of this Council by 
CounciIman Mallard. when the latter’s Health and Sanitation Com- 
mittee was unable to use the machine due to the fact that President 
Workman had given orders that he (Workman) was to have con- 
trol of the car, I had an investigation made covering a number of 
days and nights to see how this city machine was being used. I have 
these investigators’ reports, and I desire to file them with the 
Council.” 

President Workman flushed and in his excitement he stood up 
at his chair, gavel in hand. He refused to permit Councilman Gregory 
to file the investigators’ reports with the clerk of the Council. How- 
ever he had no option but to call for a vote on Gregory's motion and 
it was carried unanimously, Workman himself hesitating a moment 
and then voting “aye.” 

The private investigators’ reports made public yesterday by Coun- 
cilman Gregory cover the travels of the Council machine from October 
27 until November 6, and tell minutely of the use of the machine by 
President Workman. 

On Saturday, October 27, the reports set out, President Work- 
man was driven from his real estate office to his home, arriving at 
his house at 5:30, and the car and driver stood waiting in front of 


the house until 7 p.m. at which hour Workman came out and dis- 
missed the driver for the night. 

On Sunday, October 28, the report states, the machine was 
in President Workman's personal service on that day from 11:45 
a.m. until 9:15 p.m. The travels of the car that day included calls 
with Workman at the Athletic Club, to the homes of personal friends, 
a drive through the Hollywood foothilis, and calls at stores for 
magazines and cigars. 

Violations of the traffic laws are cited by the investigators in 
the report for Monday, October 29, and these were permitted by the 
traffic officers as the car bore a police license number and was 
presumably engaged upon emergency police business. These viola- 
tions included the driving the car containing Workman on the wrong 
side of the street at Sixth and Figueroa street, turning in the mid- 
dle of the block at Ninth and Catalina streets and driving thirty- 
eight miles an hour on Sixth street at Berendo street, which is near 
Workman's home. On Tuesday, October 30, the investigator reported 
that with Workman in the car, the machine passed a standing street 
car and disregarded the fact that the traffic officer was “turned 
against" the machine and also later the car was parked in a “no 
parking” zone. On this date, the report says, Workman used the 
ear during the day and also from 7:30 in the evening until 10:45 
that night. On this day, the report showed, in driving 
through traffic with Workman in the car, the driver kept the horn 


of the machine blowing continuously at times so as to clear the traffic 
for the president of the Council. On this date, the city employee 
who drove the car was sent to a drug store for cigars, which he 
delivered at Workman's house.
